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THE CARE OF SOLDIERS’ 
AND SAILORS’ GRAVES. 


NEW COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


The Imperial War Graves Commission, estab- 
Jighed-under Royal Charter and charged with 
the duty of caring for the graves of officers 
and men of the Military and Naval forces of 
| the Empire who fall in the war, has now been

Plumer, Admiral Sir Edmund 8. led, Brigadier- 
General Fabi bian Ware. 

The work of registering, maintaining, and 
caring for the graves of officers and mer of 
the British and minion forces who fall in the 
war was, early in the yeer 1915, entrusted to a 
new branch of the Army, the Directorate of 
Graves Registration and Enquiries, and 
Graves Registration Units were established in 
the different theatres of war. In December, 
1915, as the result of negotiation with the 
Directorate, the French Government passed a 
law under which the French nation undertook 
the whole cost of the provision, in perpetuity, 
of land for the graves of Allied soldiers ia 
French territory. In August, 1917, an agree- 
ment with the Belgian Government waa also 
concluded, em bodying conditions as to the pro- 
} vision of land in. Belgian territory similar to 
those granted by the French Government. 

Under the French law of December, 1915, it 
was laid down that the care and upkeep of the 
graves of Allied soldiers would be a charge on 
the Frengh Government, but might be en- 
trusted to " Associations regularly consti- 
tuted” in France and in the Allied countries. 
The Britich Government, in gratefully acknow- 

ledging this generous offer, decided that this 
charge should be accepted by it as a national 
duty. In order, therefore, to form a body 
which could act as an “ Association” under 
the French law, and which also on the con- 
chusion of hostilities could take over from the 
Directorate the work of maintaining ard caring 
for the graves, & National Committee was 
appointed by the Prime Minister in January, 
1916, of which His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales was graciously pleased to accept the 
presidency. In course of time, however, as the 
scale of the war extended, and in view eapeci- 
ally of the increase in the Dominion forces on 
the yarious fronts, there wae felt to be need 
of a body more formally constituted, wider and 
more imperial in scope, and possessed of full 
powers to undertake this work on behalf of 
the Governments of the Empire. Moreover, it 
are. recogniaed that though military exigencies 

"forbidden the erection of permanent 
oneal durin wi the war, the work of pre- 
paring Ga studying schemes for the laying 
out and adornment of cemeteries and for the 
ision of tbe necessary funds could properly 
taker. in hand without delay by & per 
-manent Imperial organisation. 

Such considerations as these found expree- 
sion in a minute which the Prince of Wales 
addressed to the Prime Minister in March, 
1917, suggesting that & permanent Commission 
should be established to take over the work 
of the National Committee for the Care of 
Soldiers’ Graves. This minute was brought 
before the Ihperial War Conference in April, 
and the Conference passed a resolution concur- 
ring in the proposal, and praying His Majesty 
to constitute by Royal Charter, a draft of 
which was approved by the Conference, an 
Imperial War Graves Commiasion for the pur- 

stated by His Royal Highness. At the 
game time the Conference placed on record its 
very deep appreciation of the geverous action 
of the French Government in allotting, in per- 
tuity, the land in thet country set aside for 
the burial of our men, and urged that arrange- 
ments should be made, if possible in the terms 
of peace, with all Governments—Ally, enemy, 
or neutral—for similar concessions in Gallipoli, 
Mesopotamia, Africa, and all other theatres 
of war. 

Later in the year the resolution of the Im- 
perial War Conference was carried into effect, 
and the Coniasion, duly appointed under 
Royal Charter, is now ready to take up its 
ork. It is provided by the Charter with, full
